A WAIL FROM SACRAMENTO. 


Under the caption ef Warning to 
Mechanics,” the Sacramento Bee pub- 
lishes the following: 


Oft course the recent destructive fire 
at Reno, Nevada, had the effect of 
atimulati building in that place. Of 
course zans aud mechanics of all 
kinds flecked to that town to secure 
work. They went there in too strong 
numbers, and as a natural result the 
supply exceeded the demand. Nota- 
bly was the case as regards cértain 
branches of business. And now a 
subscriber of the Bee communicates 
and says tbat the laber market in that 
place is glutted, there is ne chance for 
any others than these there to secure 
werk at remunerative w Board 
is six dollars per week, and rooms can- 
not be had for less than $12 per 
month. Three dollars a day is the 
highest wages paid mechanics, and 
consequently the credit side of a man’s 

unt is somewhat shert when he 
strikes a balance. 


Tne abov& despite its manifest un- 
truth, is hardly worth noticing, but 
we take the trouble to set the Bee 

right in afew particulers. The ruliog 
wages for mechanics here rate as fol- 
lows: Plasterers, $5; bricklayers, $5; 
painters, $3 50 to $4; and carpenters 
$3 50 to $4 per day. When we say 
mechanics, we mean mechanics and 
not make-shifts. Good furnished 
rooms can be had for $6 and $8 per 
month. It is true the rooms are not 
furnished with Brussels carpets, lace 
curtains, bath- rooms, and o1 ier luxu- 
ries to which the average S- ramento 
mechanic is familiar with, but they 
are clean and comfertabl After the 
fire a large number of jack-leg me- 
chanics rushed in here expecting to 
get big pay fer very little work, and 
found themselves mistaken. The 
building rush is abeut over, and of 
course those thrown out of employ- 
ment were the poerest workmen. 


REHABILITATED. 


The streets of Reno will in a very 
short time be cleared of all the tem- 
porary buildings and building mate- 
rials. The piles of sand have “dwin- 
dled away and the huge boxes of mor- 
tar are being emptied fast. McFar- 
land’s hetel is in the last stages of 
plastering and his stand will soon be 
moved off, and when the brick next to 
Geerge Becker's is finished so as to 
make room for the saloon and butcher 
shop in that neighborheod, Commer- 
cial Row will be opened up to its full 
width, and will be the finest street in 
the state. The depot hotel is being 
pushed te completion as fast as men 
and money can do it and when it clears 
the ground around it the grand im- 
provements will have a chance to 
shew themselves. The city should 
lay dewn a first-class crossing at Vir- 
ginia street or make the railroad do it. 
The change, when all the advanta- 
ges now open are made use of, will be 
very great. Agreat many stovepipes 
are being replaced by brick chimneys 
or clay flues, which are cheaper and 
just as good. Everyone should insist 
upon this change and where they have 
neighbors who ignore the law, they 
should. swear out warrants fer them.
